‘The Commitsio- er of the Metropolitan Police 
bas communicated to the Commisaloner of the

ship could not help thinking that the length of 
the case had been greatly extended by the fect 
that the dsfence bad taken upon themselves 
the barden of the police case, generally, having 
ad eve, 10 to spezk, to the position of the 
members of the Pollce Force. He foanded 
those observations on two reasons, In the 
first place, Mr. May anderwent a’ very long 
and severe crosz-eximination: he was under 
crose-examfoation for practically a whole day, 
The other reason was the Introduction of the 
books and papers, Both those pulnts and the way 
which the points were dealt with made him think 
that the defendant had committed an error in 
Judgment as hey very much prolonged tho case
